every trace ‘eed been lost. 

Having transcribed the most interesting of these fully 
e , 1 returned to Spain where’ I published them an. introduct- 
jon concerning the teaching of Tully , giving also specimens of 
t oanish miniatures in the Vatican and the same were received 
with respect by the critical world. 

In 1906 in competition with others, I was named prof- 
essor of the History of Art in theSchool of Architecture attache 
ed to the ™niversity of Barcelona; 1907 ~ was appointed member 
of the “Association of Museums" and of “Institute of Catalan 
Studies" in Barcelona. This same vear f began the publication 
of the Romanic paintings of Spain, many ofthem of the llth 
century. This work in folio with colored plate 6 merited the 
attention of the academy of Inscriptions and Relles-Lettres of 
Paris and I was invitee to give a lecture on the subject at one

Savants) In 1909 I was named corresponding member of the 
Imperial Archaeological Institute of Berlin,Germany. 

Tn 19112 along with Professor amy Menendez y Pidal, of
